CASTING ABOUT. 


WasHINGTON, March 13.—The removal of 
Mr. Sumner frou the chairmansbip of the 
C: mwittee on Foreign Relations continues the 
exciting topic of converzation in all political 
circles, and its probable effect upon the tuture 
of the Republican party aud the re-nomivation 
of Grant are freely discussed. All Republicans 
except a few of Sumne:’s personal enemies in 
the Senate, agree that the occurrence is very 
damaging to the party, ard may prove disss— 
trous; in short, that it was a gross political 
blunder. The Democrats are highly elated 
about the affair. They say the renomina- 
tion of Grant is inevitavle, because 
there is no man of eufficient strength 
10 oppose bim, and that his 
deiest will follow, as the necessary resuit of 
the dissensions occasioned among the Repub 
licans. Metny leadivg Republicans, on the 
ober hand, assure us that Grant’s vomina- 
icy is tow oat of the question, aod that 
it is vecessary to. begin to look 
about tor a more available candidute 
if the porty ie tobe saved from defeat. They 
argue tha¥ “e eulire body of New Eagland 
Republicar$* will. be hostile to him oa ac 
count of Mr Sumner’s removal, and that it 
bas alienated also all omgims] anti siavery 
men throughout the country who lave always 
formed the active workipg element of the 
Republican party., 

There is already muc': canvassing relative 
to the merits snd popolarity of many promi: 
pent Republican men with a view to their 
possible candidacy for the Republican nomi- 
pation. Among otbers the names of Colfax, 
Biaire, Sumner. Logan, Schenck and Cox are 
chiefly mentioued.

ARKANSAS UNDONE. 


Mempuis, March 13 —The Avalanche’s Lit- 
tle Rock special to-night says tnat political 
affairs in Arkansas have again undergone 
change. The situation bas assumed an en- 
tirely new aspect. Immediately after the read- 
ing of the journals to-day, a message was re- 
ceived from Goy. Clayton, announcing the 
resignation of Lt. Gov. Johnson, and that be 
had appointed him to the position of Secretary 
of State, vice White, resigned. The Senate 
weptinto executive session at once and con- 
firmed the appointment, and Johnson was 
eworn in and entered on the discharge of his 
duties as Secretary of State. 

As soon as this was done the Senate pro- 
ceeded to ballot for president, which resulted 
in the election of Senator Hadley, of this 
city, one of Clayton's right bowers. A short 
time after this it was generally known that 
Clayton had re-entered the arena as a 
candidate for United States Senator. It 
is thought tow in well-informed circles 
that he will be elected on the first ballot to- 
morrow. White (colored) persists in urging 
bis claims, and may prove an ugly snag in the 
way, though the Ciaytonites claim that White 
cupnot even carry all the colored 
mem bers, although at a public 
meeting, on Saturday night, they all 
pledged themselves to White. McDonald 
will be tbe strongest opponent of Clayton. 
The conservatives will vote for a wan of their 
own choice, and may possibly hold the balance 
of powerf thouzh itis doubtful. 

The Senate passed the House bill author- 
izing the Treasurer to issue interest-bearing 
certificates, on bank note paper, of the de- 
nominations of one, two, five and ten dollars. 

All parties are in caucus to night 
the Senatorial contest of to-morrow. 
Should Clayton be elected, he will 
besucceeded at once by Hadley, who is of the 
same stamp as Mallory, Sarber aud others 
The conduct of the Lieutenant Governor in 
selling bimself, as it is alleged, is severely 
criticised by all parties, particularly by his 
late political friends.

ANOTHER OUTRAGE.

Close corpora- 
tions and suppressing machines are odious 
to free institutions. Genpine republican- 
ism -calls for the largest freedom of speech; 
and, as we have liberally practiced it in 
our dealings with the men and measures 
of our own party, we commend the effort 
of Senator Scuurz to mtroduce it into the 
organization of which he is a very able 
member. 

But, in view of the recent debate and 
final action on the Sumner case in the Sen- 
ate, how about the boast of the Loursville 
Commercial, that the Republicans are al- 
ways the first to spoak out in meeting?

Louis in May, 1866, the 
Assembly took steps agaiust the siguers of 
that paper, excluded the eommissioners from 
seats in that body aud forbade them to vit 10 
any chureh court higher than tbe 
ehurch ecesion until their cases were disposed 
of. It further ordered that any Presbytery 
admitting them to seats, in violation of that 
order, should be ipso "facto dissolved, and 
those adhering to e Assemly’s action 
ehould be regarded as the true Presbytery. 

Prior tothis it should be stated that certain 
disturbances arose in the Waluut-street Pres- 
byterian Church, of Louisville. Avery, 
Leech and McNaughtanawere elected addi- 
tiona ruling elders. [he validity of that 
electron was disputed by Watson and Gault, 

elder, and a suit was tos-ituted io the Louis- 
ville (bancery Court to test the validity of 
tbat election. Chencellor Purtie decided 
that the election was valid But the Court of 
A + reversed that decision. 

Vhen the Louisville Presbytery met ino 
1866 they divided, one side repudiating the 
ipso tacto order of the Assembly, while the 
other adhered to the action of the’ Assembly. 
The Synod divided on the eame question, as 
did aiso the congregation of the Wulnat- 
street Church, cach side claiming to be the 
trne Synod, Presbytery and church. 

In July, 1868, Jones and others, claiming to

nut-street Presbyterian Church,’’ and en- 
titled "to the exclusive use of the church 
pee.

toeicse Rothwell street from its Iptersec ion 
with Pope street to Its Intersection with the Pres- 
ton street plank road, upon satisfactory proof 
that the public ipterests would be promoted and 
the privaie interest4 not injured thereby; tbat on 
closing sald street, or any portion thereof, tbe 
court should decree the land to the street to the 
owners of the land lying acjacen' on either ride, 
ip consideration that the owners should make 
the nece-sars streets and allers, and dedicate 
the same to the public use, without any further 
expense to the city or county. Plaintiffs allege
